HIS  HOSPITAL  was  firft  inftituted  in  the  Year  1 752; 
the  Defign  of  it  arole  from  one  of  the  molt  melancholy  Jn- 
ftances  of  Diftrefs  andDefpair,  which  can  be  met  with  in  this 
or  any  Country  ;  a  Mother  defttoying  herfelf  in  a  Fit  of  De¬ 
fpair,  with  her  two  Babes  juft  ready  to  come  into  Life  !  A  Cataftrophe 
fo  interefting,  pointed  out  in  the  ftrongeft  Light  the  Neceflity  of  eftab- 
lilhing  a  Charity,  which  Ihould  not  be  confined,  but  capable  of 
affording  Relief  to  every  unhappy  Objed!  of  Female  Mifery  and  Dif¬ 
trefs,  when  near  the  Time  of  Child-birth.  This  Charity  therefore  is 
intended  to  comprehend  all  pregnant  Women  in  Diftrefs,  but  more  efpe  - 
cially  thole  wretched  and  unhappy  Perfons,  who,  from  the  Reftric- 
tions  of  other  Charities,  and  from  the  Remotenefs  of  their  Settlements 
at  the  Times  of  the  extreme!!  Danger  and  moft  complicated  Dif¬ 
trefs,  are  incapable  of  having  Relief  elfewhere ;  it  was  therefore  the 
Defwn  of  thofe  who  adopted  this  Plan,  to  afford  it  them  here ;  to  refeue 
them5  from  the  deepeft  Defpair,  and  the  Horrors  of  perilhing  with  their 
unoffending  Babes,  in  the  open  Streets  and  Fields.  To  fuffer  any  hu¬ 
man  Being  to  be  fo  expofed,  is  equally  difgraceful  to  Chriftianity,  and 
to  every  Principle  of  Humanity;  a  Reproach  to  any  Country;  and 
particularly  repugnant  to  that  benevolent  Spirit ,  which  has  ever  been 
the  jhining  Charaflcrijlic  of  this  Nation. 

To  prevent  fuch  Evils  ;  To  extend  Relief  to  every  fuch  Object  of  Fe- 
five  Extent  of  male  Diftrefs,  not  only  of  this,  but  all  other  Countries  without  Di- 
the  Charity,  ftindtion,  when  living  among!!  us,  is  the  plain  Intention  of  this  Cha¬ 
rity  ;  fo  that  no  Stranger  trom  the  moft  diftant  Part  of  the  Univerfe 
may  be  denied  Relief,  in  the  Hour  of  Child-birth.  This  was  the 
Ground  on  which  the  General  Lying-in  Hospital  was  eftab- 
lilhed  ;  and  notwithftanding  all  the  Difficulties  and  Difcouragements  it 
has  hitherto  met  with,  it  is  not  doubted  but  it  will,  with  the  Bleffing  of 
God,  be  very  foon  brought  to  its  delired  Perfedtion :  It  feems  rather 
wonderful  that  a  Plan  lo  noble,  fo  worthy,  and  fo  interefting  to  the 
Community  in  general,  and  fo  particularly  fuited  to  the  Genius  of 
this  Country,  Ihould  not  have  fooner  taken  Place  in  this  Metropolis , 
and  the  Attention  of  the  Humane  been  awakened  by  the  moft  affeding 
Scenes  of  Mifery,  the  moft  miferable  indeed  of  all  Human  Beings, 
unhappy  pregnant  Women,  at  the  Hour  of  Child-birth,  perhaps  many 
hundred  Miles  diftant  from  their  Relations,  Friends  and  Acquain¬ 
tances,  and  deftitute  of  every  Relief  and  Succour,  (for  even  fuch  as 
have  a  Place  of  Settlement,  are  oftentimes  incapable  from  their  Situa¬ 
tion  of  being  palled  to  it) ;  others,  being  Foreigners,  from  the  remote!! 
Parts,  happening  to  refide  here  ;  others  of  neighbouring  Kingdoms, 
but  ftill  having  no  Place  of  Settlement  here,  become  deftitute  of  every 
other  human  Relief,  expofed  with  their  unhappy  Off-fpring,  jul! 
TheObjeasof  fpringing  into  Life,  to  Mifery,  Shame,  and  the  acute!!  Penury ;  in 
Diftrefs  can  ffiort,  eveiy  Degree  of  Horror  and  Defpair  that  the  Imagination  can 
paint,  or  the  Heart  can  feel!  Such  is  oftentimes  the  Lot  of  many  of 
our  Fe’low-creAures ;  and  although  they  rarely  come  to  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  the  Public,  fuch  unhappy  Objects  almoft  daily  offer  them- 
felves  to  the  View  of  the  Governors  of  this  Charity,  being  the  only 
Place  of  Refuge,  where  they  are  fure  to  find  Relief  at  the  important 
Hour  of  Need. 

To  prevent  fuch  Calamities,  and  relieve  them  from  fuch  Mifery 
and  Danger,  every  Convenience  is  provided  for  them  in  this  Hofpital  : 
The  Apartments  and  Beds  are  clean,  decent,  and  commodious,  the 
Nurfing  good,  the  Diet  plain  and  well  fuited.  The  Patients  are  kept 
regular,  quiet,  and  undifturbed  ;  proper  Medicines,  and  all  the  cha¬ 
ritable  Alliftance  of  Perfons  of  the  moft  approved  Skill  and  Expe¬ 
rience  of  both  Sexes,  are  provided. 

There  is  not,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  any  Heart  lb  obdurate,  as  would 
not  be  touched  with  Pity,  at  fome  of  the  melancholy  Scenes  of  Dif¬ 
trefs,  which  very  frequently  prefent  themfelves  to  the  Managers  of 
this  Charity :  And  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  that  if  the  real  and  com- 
prehenfive  Utility  of  it  were  fufficiently  known  and  explained  to  the 
Good  and  Great,  and  they  were  once  made  truly  fenfible  of  the  real 
and  fubftantial  Benefits  accruing  from  it  to  the  moft  miferable  of  their 
Fellow-creatures,  they  would  gladly  embrace  an  Opportunity  of  ap¬ 
plying  fo  ulefully  a  fmall  Part  of  that  Subftance,  which  the  bounteous 
Hand  of  Providence  has  plentifully  and  liberally  bellowed  on  them; 
when  they  confider,  that  by  fo  fmall  an  Exertion  of  their  Charity, 
they  not  only  alleviate,  but  a&ually  relieve  Diftreffes  the  moft  intereft- 
The  Good  ing ;  and  that,  by  one  Ad!  of  Benevolence,  they  fulfil  every  Branch 
arifing  from  it.  of  the  moft  ufeful  and  beft  appropriated  Charities  ;  that  they  at  once 
give  Comfort  to  the  Affiufted,  feed  the  Hungry,  cloath  the  Naked,  and 
heal  and  adminifter  Medicine  to  the  Sick,  in  the  Moment  of  the  ex¬ 
treme!!  Danger ;  that  they  mitigate  and  alleviate  the  Pangs  and  bit¬ 
ter  Agonies  of-Child-birth,  and  refeue  from  the  Jaws  of  Death,  the 
helplefs  Mother  and  the  innocent  Babe  ;  perhaps  are  alfo  the  happy  In- 
ftruments  of  faving  a  Soul  from  Sin,  and  adding  to  that  Joy  which 
our  Blefled  Saviour  has  allured  us,  even  the  Angels,  in  Heaven  feel  at 
the  Repentance  of  every  penitent  Sinner. 

Thefe  are  the  Comforts,  thefe  the  Bleffings,  which  attend  every 
Benefadfion  given  to  this  excellent  Charity.  In  fome  of  the  Objedfs, 
all  the  particular  Inftances  of  Charity  before-mentioned,  are  exerted 
in  one  and  the  fame  Perfon  ;  in  all  of  them,  by  far  the  greateft  Part 
are  blended,  and  the  cleareft  Certainty  and  beft  grounded  Affurance 
given,  that  their  Charity  cannot  be  mifapplied  or  extended  to  impro- 
Faitliful  Ap-  per  Objects.  The  Perfons  here  relieved  muft  be  the  very  Perfons  only, 
plication  °f  who  theysnean  to  be  benefited  by  it :  What  folid  Confolation  and  Plea- 
fure  muft  it  then  afford  to  the  feveral  Contributors  to  this  Charity, 
to  fee  a  Number  of  failing  Infants,  who  owe  their  very  Lives  to  the 
Bounty  and  Aid  extended  to  them  by  this  Charity  ;  and  at  the  fame 
Time  to  fee  the  happy  Mothers  reftored  to  Health,  Strength,  and  Life 
itfelf,  attending  with  their  Infants  at  their  Breafts,  gratefully  acknow¬ 
ledging,  and  expreffing  with  Tears  of  Joy  their  Duty  ot  Thankful- 
nels,  for  the  complicated  Bleffings  of  Life  and  Health  conferred  on 
them  and  their  Pofterity  !

It  has  been  objected  to  this  Charity  (and  that  too  by  fome  Perfons  pvery  o%c- 
whofe  Characters  are  fo  refpedhble,  as  to  add  Weight  and  Authority  tion  to  tl.is 
to  every  Thing  that  has  but  the  Appearance  of  an  Ohjedlion  from  Chanty  an¬ 
them)  th2t  the  very  permitting  a  Place  to  be  open  for  the  Admiffion  fweie  • 
of  every  Species  of  pregnant  Women  to  lye-in  at,  whether  married 
or  not,  may  prove  a  Means  of  giving  Encouragement  to  Vice  :  Fat 
is  any  fuch  Intention  from  the  Governors  and  Diredlors  of  this  Charity ; 
it  is  a  Misfortune  attending  Society  in  general,  that  the  beft  Defigns 
are  capable  of  being  turned  to  the  worlt  Purpofes  ;  but  in  this  Par¬ 
ticular,  the  Governors  have  the  Satisfaction  of  knowing  with  Cer¬ 
tainty,  that  the  Good  accruing  from  the  Eftablilhment,  by  the  faving 
the  Lives  of  Numbers  of  unhappy  Women,  preventing  falfe  Oaths 
in  Relation  to  putative  Fathers;  Perjuries,  foiced  Mifcarriages,  and 
Murders  the  moft  unnatural  and  Ihocking,  and  a  Variety  of  other 
Evils  of  the  like  Kind,  fo  much  exceed  the  Mifchief  which  can  be 
fuppofed  to  accrue  to  the  Community  from  this  Inftitution,  as  infinitely 
overbalance  the  Evils  apprehended  :  Without  entering  further  into  the 
Examination  of  the  Grounds  of  thofe  Apprehenfions,  the  Governors;, 
from  their  own  Obfervation  and  Attention  to  the  Subjed!,  and  from 
Experience,  the  Tel!  of  Truth,  have  the  moft  fubftantial  Grounds 
of  Affurance,  that  the  fuppofed  Fadfs  on  which  the  Objections  are 
founded,  are  really  not  eftablilhed  on  Truth  ;  and  that  inftead  of  this  In¬ 
ftitution  proving  any  Encouragement  to  Vice,  the  Admiffion  of  fuch  Care  of  tbe 
unhappy  Perfons  into  this  Hofpital  is  often  produdlive  of  very  contrary  Souls  of  the 

Effedts _ For;  according  to  the  prefent  ConftUution  of  this  Hofpital  j  Patients. 

every  Kind  of  Regard  and  Attention  is  fhewn  to  the  fpiritual  Health 
and  Welfare  of  thefe  unhappy  Women,  and  every  poffible  Endeavour 
ufed  to  corredl  their  Morals,  and  to  reclaim  to  Virtue  fuch  as  have  un¬ 
happily  fallen  from  it.— To  this  End,  the  Reverend 
a  pious  and  learned  Divine  of  the  Church  of  England,  who  is  now  ap¬ 
pointed  the  regular  Chaplain  of  the  Hofpital,  reads  publickly  on  every  Times  of  per- 
Sunday  throughout  the  Year,  the  public  Prayers  appointed  by  the  Liturgy  forming  Di- 
of  the  Church  of  England,  to  the  feveral  Perfons  in  the  Houfe;  after  which  vin*  Service, 
the  Children  are  publickly  baptized  ;  and  on  every  Thurfday  the  fame 
learned  Divine  likewife  reads  Prayers,  and  preaches  a  Sermon  to  the  Pa¬ 
tients  in  the  leveral  Wards  ;  and  by  his  diligent  Labour,  and  pious  Ex¬ 
hortations  and  Admonitions,  has  already  proved  the  happy  Means  of 
awakening  many  wretched  Sinners  to  a  ferious  Senfe  of  their  Tranf-  Reformation 
greffions,  and  effedted  an  Amendment  of  their  Lives ;  and  will,  it  is  not  of  Lives  ef- 
doubted,  (by  the  Bleffing  of  Gcd)  continue  to  be  the  happy  Means  ofRdted  by  it, 
reclaiming  and  preferving  many  Souls  from  Sin. 

Thefe  are  the  Benefits  which  the  Poor  of  this  Hofpital  are  fupplied 
with  at  the  Times  of  their  greateft  Need,  when  unable  to  receive  the 
leal!  Relief  or  Alliftance  from  their  neceffitous  Families ;  to  whom,  by  Bleffings  flow- 
this  Inftitution,  they  are  in  due  Time  returned  with  Joy,  Health  and  '"g  f  ym  it  t® 
Strength,  to  the  mutual  Happinefs  of  themfelves,  and  their  refpedtive  Families* 
Families,  and  the  Benefit  of  the  Public  in  general. 

The  Society  for  carrying  on  this  Defign,  now  confifts  of  a  Prd-  PrefnUnt  and

fident,  Fifteen  Vice-PrelidentS,  and  a  Treafurer,  eledfed  out  of  the  other  Officers, 
moft  ufeful  Benefadfors  to  this  Charity.  A  general  Court  of  Go¬ 
vernors  is  held  in  the  Months  of  March,  June ,  September ,  and  December , 
to  take  the  Reports  of  the  Committees  :  And  a  Houfe- Committee  is 
appointed  for  the  enfuing  Quarter,  to  infped!  Accounts,  and  tranfadl 
fuch  Buftnefs  as  m3y  be  laid  before  them. 

Dodlor  Macdonogh  (who  firft  planned,  and  fet  on  foot,  and  has  ever  physician’s 
fince  attended  the  Service  of  this  Charity)  gives  h's  conftant  Attend- Attendance, 
ance  at  any  Hour  of  the  Night  or  Day,  whenever  called  for  ;  parti¬ 
cularly  in  Cafes  of  Difficulty  and  Danger. 

The  Houfe-Surgeon  and  Matron,  who  were  likewife  educated  in  HoufV  Surgeon 
Midwifery,  by  the  above  Dodlor  Macdonogh ,  always  refide  in  the  Houfe,  and  Matron, 
in  order  to  be  in  a  Readinefs  to  affift  fuch  poor  Objecfs  as  are  feized 
with  premature  and  unexpedfed  Labour ;  which  Objedts,  when  in  this 
Extremity,  are  admitted  without  a  Letter,  provided  there  be  Room, 
and  the  Charity  able  to  bear  the  Expence. 

Every  Governor  has  a  Vote  at  all  General  Courts,  and  is  entitled  to  p;?hts  of  Go- 
fend  one  In-Patient  at  a  Time,  but  not  more,  unlefs  they  contribute  veniois. 

Five  Guineas  annually,  o>  Fify  Pounds  at  one  Payment. 

Ladies  have  the  fame  Privilege,  and  may  vote  by  Proxies  at  all  Lndies  vote  by 
Eledtions.  Proxy. 

It  has  been  found  expedient  and  neceflary,  that  no  Perfons  of  the  Men  to  be 
Male-Sex  (the  Phyfician,  Surgeon,  and  Clergyman  only  excepted)  admitted  into 
lhall,  on  any  Pretence  whatever,  be  fuffered  to  enter  the  Wards  where  the  Wards, 
the  Patients  lie  ;  and  therefore  it  is  hoped,  that  the  Affedtion  of  Huf- 
bands,  or  Curiofity  of  particular  Perfons,  will  give  Place  to  this  una¬ 
voidable  Precaution. 

But  it  will  beefteem’d  a  Favour,  as  well  as  a  Benefit  done  to  the  Cha-  Ladies  requeft- 
rity,  if  Ladies  would  be  pleas’d  to  add  to  theif  Benefadfions,  the  Ho-  ed  to  infpcil. 
nour  of  occafionally  vifiting  the  Hofpital,  to  infped!  the  Management 
of  the  Women  and  Infants. 

Thirty  Guineas  conftitute  a  Governor  for  Life,  Three  Guineas  per  Qualification 
Annum ,  a  Governor  during  fuch  Subfcription.  of  Governors. 

Order'd ,  That  no  Tradefman  or  MecHar.ick,  who  is  a  Governor,  NoTrader, 
lhall  be  fuffer’d  to  ferve,  or  fupply  the  Hofpital  with  Neceflaiies  of  any  a&ing  as  Go-

Order'd ,  That  no  Governor  or  Subfcriber,  who  lhall  be  more  than  HofpitaU6 
one  Year  in  Arrear,  lhall  be  qualified  to  recommend  Patients,  nor  yet  pro^0n  for 
lhall  have  any  Power  ot  Privilege  to  vote  at  Particular,  or  General  Payment  of 
Courts,  untill  he  or  Ihe,  has.paid  fuch  Arrear.

f  I  '  a  ticket  on  every  Patient’s  Bed,  fpecifying  their 

Name  and  Time  of  Admiffion,  and  the  Diet  directed  for  them. 

2.  /  hat  he  keep  a  Book  of  the  Number  of  Patients  on  each  Diet, 
and  give  the  l  hyficians  and  Surgeons  every  Day  an  Account  thereof. 

3.  That  he  do  not  pradfice  as  an  Apothecary  out  of  the  Houfe,  or 
attend  any  other  Bufinefs  than  that  of  the  Hofpital. 

4*  That  he  take  Care  of  the  Utenfils  and  Medicines  of  the  Difpen- 
fary,  and  fee  that  none  are  wafted,  (poiled  or  embezzled  ;  and  make 
up  and  deliver  out  the  Medicines,  accoiding  to  the  Diredfions  of  the 
Phyftcians  or  Surgeons. 

5.  That  he  never  be  abfent  from  the  Hofpital  on  any  Account,  with¬ 
out  leaving  a  Note  in  the  Difpenfary  where  he  is  to  be  found  :  That  he 
always  attend  on  the  Phyftcians  or  Surgeons  at  their  Hours  :  That  he 
be  at  Home  at  Ten  o  Clock  at  Night  at  fartheft  :  That  he  never  lie  out 
of  the  Hofpital,  without  fpecial  Leave  from  the  Prefident,  Vice-Preft- 
dent,  Treafurer,  Surgeon,  or  Houfe-Committee  ;  and,  in  fuch  Cafe, 
he  appoint  another  Apothecary,  who  fhall  be  approved  of  by  the  Phy 
ftcians  or  Surgeons  to  officiate  in  his  Place. 

6.  Fhat  he  viftt  the  Patients  in  their  feveral  Wards  every  Morning 
at  Nine  o  Clock,  in  order  to  inform  the  Phyftcians  or  Surgeons  of  their 
Condition. 


Particular  Rules  for  the  Matron,  relating  to  the  Houfe,  and  the 

Conduct  of  it. 

I*  THu1Tsne‘the,r  0r  any  other  Servant  of  the  Hofpital,  or 
other  Perfon  belonging,  or  any  Way  employ’d  in  it,  prefume  at 
any  Time  to  take  of  any  Tradefman,  Patient,  Servant,  Stranger  or  other, 
any  bee.  Reward  or  Gratification  of  any  Kind,  direaiy  or  indire<fty 
for  any  Service  done  or  to  be  done,  on  Account  of  the  Hofpital,  on 
rain  of  being  immediately  difcharged. 

2.  That  (he  take  Care  of  all  the  Houfhold  Goods  and  Furniture 
and  keep  a  true  Inventory  thereof,  and  of  the  refpedfive  Alterations’ 
from  Time  to  Time,  made  therein,  and  be  ready  to  give  an  Account 
thereof,  when  required. 

3.  That  fhe  take  Care  of  the  Keys  of  the  Doors,  and  that  they  be 
always  locked  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-Day ,  at  Eight  in  the  Even¬ 
ing,  and  not  be  opened  before  Eight  in  the  Morning  ;  and  locked,  from 
Lady-Day  to  Michaelmas ,  at  Nine  in  the  Evening,  and  not  opened  be¬ 
fore  Seven  in  the  Morning,  unlefs  it  be  ordered  otherwife  by  the  Prefi¬ 
dent,  Treafurer,  Chairman  of  the  Houfe-Committee,  Phyftcians  or  Sur¬ 
geons,  or  in  Cafes  of  extraordinary  Accidents:  And  that  no  Officer 
or  Servant  belonging  to  the  Hofpital  be  admitted  after  Ten  o’Clock 
at  Night. 

4.  That  fhe  fee  that  all  the  Patients  obferve  the  Rules  of  the  Hof¬ 
pital ;  that  the  Nurfes,  and  other  Servants,  do  their  Duty ;  and,  in 
Cafe  of  Mifbehaviour  or  Negledf,  fhe  is  to  acquaint  the  Houfe-Com¬ 
mittee  Vifitors,  and  the  attending  Phyfician,  or  Surgeon,  therewith. 

5.  That  fhe  take  Care  the  Patients  Breakfaft  at  Nine  in  Summer, 
and  Ten  in  Winter;  Dine  at  One,  and  Sup  at  Eight  o’Clock;  that 
Pie  go  round  the  Houfe  every  Night,  and  fee  that  the  Patients  are  in 
Bed  at  Nine  in  the  Winter^  and  Ten  in  Summer;  That  {he  vifitthem 
five  Times  regularly,  viz.  every  Morning  before  Breakfaft,  at  Break¬ 
faft,  Dinner,  Supper,  and  at  Bed-Time. 

6.  That  fhe  do  not  receive  any  Patient  into  the  Plofpital  without 
an  Order  of  the  Houfe-Committee ;  except  in  Cafes  of  Accidents,  in 
which  fhe  is  to  receive  them  at  all  Hours,  according  to  the  Orders  of 
the  Phyfical  Men  of  the  Hofpital.

Eight  Thoufand  eight  Hundred  and  ninety-five  Boys  and  Girls  (432c 
Males  and  4570  Females)  have  been  born  in  this  Hofpital  (one  Hundred 
twenty-feven  of  the  Women  having  had  Twins.)
